FIGHTING FAMILIES. 


THE*FULGHAMS ASSAULT THE 
TOWNSENDS. 


A Two-year-old Feud at Newbern, 
‘Tenn., Results in the Killing 
of Two Men on Each 
Side. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEWBERN (Tenn.,) April 30.—There 
has been a general shooting affray between 
the Fulghams and Townsends at this 
place. The row started over an old feud 
existing two years. Last Friday Murray 
Fulgham assaulted Avery Townsend, where- 
upon Townsend had a warrant issued 
charging Fulgham with assault and bat- 
tery with intent to kill. Young Fulgham 
immediately left town and went to Madi- 
sen, but was followed and brought back 
by his father and Constable Towns to the 
trial. 

The case came tip this evening and Ful- 
gham was fined $50 and costs. About 5 
o’elock the parties got together, words 
passed, pistols were drawn and firing 
begun, resulting in the almost — 
killing of R. W. Townse 2 and his 
Beauregard and Abb and John Fulgham.

Never ‘was there a more sanguinary 
battle than the one fought on the second 
floor of the house. Gordon had 
little difficulty in getting into the room, 
as the fact that there are no broken locks 
in@icate that the entry was left unlatched. 

As eoon as Gordon gained access a des- 
perate duel evidently began. Brown had 
a 38-calibre revolver which was empty 
after the tragedy. Gordon must have had 
two pistols, as six (bullets pierced Brown's 
body and three of them pierced Mrs. Gor- 
don. The bed was covered with blood, 
showing that one or both had been shot 
there or that in the struggle ome or more 
of the ‘wounded had fallen there. Gordon 
himeéif was covered with blood, most of 
which doubtless was the result of contact 
with his wounded antagonist. What part, 
if any, Mrs. Gordon took in the encounter 
her husband only is in a position to say. 
Two bullets are embedded in the door, 
several went through a window, thres 
are buried in the wall and two are in the 
cetling. The walls are smeared with 
blood. The dingy carpet on the floor ts 
saturated with gore and the furniture 
was ‘badly broken in the fray. 

Brown’s body presented a horrible ap- 
pearance, being covered with blood. There 
were three wounds in the breast, one of 
them being over the region of the heart, 
two in the head, one being in the cencer 
of the forehead, and another in the cen- 
ter of the stomach and still another in 
the right arm. Mrs. Gordon's body was 
found on the cellar-door, face downward. 
Her bosom was covered with blood and 
her skirt was bespattered with it. 

LATER —Gordon is in jail, and no cne is 
allowed to see him. He is unhurt, but 
is suffering from nervous prostration. Gor- 
don stated that he tried to kill himself 
after shooting Brown and his wife, but 
that the cartridge failed to explode. 

At 8 o’clock tonight the Coroner’s jury 
rendered a verdict of justifiable homicide.

CHINESE FE FRAUDS. 


An Organized Money-making Con- 
spiracy in Existence. 
Sssociated Press Lecsed-wire Seruio-. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury received from Spe- 
cial Agents Johnson and Beane at Boise 
City, Idaho, a report of the results of their 
investigation in the alleged frauds in con- 
nection with the entry of Chinese into 
this country.

THE EARTH WOBBLES. 


Its Poles Said to Have Been Shaken 
Out of Place. 
Press Leased-wire Service. 


NEW YORK, April 30.—Even the earth 
needs an investigation. It appears from 
the statement of Prof. J. K. Rees, as- 
tronomer of Columbia College, made to a 
small but indignant band of listeners at 
the college, the earth has been wobbling 
in a most reckless fashion for thousands 
of years, although it bas only just been 
caught in the act, and the lines of lati- 
tude, which look so straight and perma- 
nent on the map, have been moving north 
and south to keep up with the recent ec- 
centricities of the planet. 

Owing probably to the variation of the 
weights of the earth's surface; due to 
the movement of ice and water, the 


| earth’s axis varies, but of course causes 


a shifting of the latitudes. It is as if 
nature took that big skewer, the forth 
pole, out of place where it stands and 
put in another spot thirty or forty feet 
away. Then the parallels of latitude 
which go like hoops around the earth and 
mark the distance from the pole to the 
equator have to move likewise. In times 
past there has been a material difference 
in the distribution of the temperature over 
the earth from that which now exists, and 
the question has risen whether this dif- 
ference could have resulted from a dif- 
ference in the location of the earth’s axis 
and a changed relation of the surface of 
the earth to the sun. 

The figures have been somewhat con- 
fused by an examination of the tide record 
in Holland. It has been found that de 
tween 1851 and 1893 the records show a 
variation in the average sea level indi- 
cating a fourteen months’ period. 


PLOTS AGAINST HAWAII. 


THE NEUTRALITY LAWS ARE 
“BEING VIOLATED. 


Shipments of Arms Being Made From 
the Northwest Despite the 
Efforts of Secret Serv- 
ice Agents. 


By Telegraph to The Times 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Aprfl 30.— 
(Special Dispatch.) The authorities of 
Hawali and the police of this city be- 
lieve that they have discovered a plot 
whereby a large shiptnent ot contraband 
munitions of war have been shipped to 
Hawali for a contemplated !nsurreciticn. 

For several days secret service agents, 
headed by a map named Stimpson, have 
been in the vicinity of Port Townsend 
watching the operations of a gang of men, 
two of whom are said to have been ban- 
ished from Hawali. They are alleged to 
have purchased all availabie arms and 
ammunition from small dealers in various 
Puget Sound towns, preparatory to going 
to Alaska, they said.

MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) April 30.—A 
leading Nicaragua statesman, in an inter- 
view, said: “Our government has received 
no official advices from Washington, by 
which we gather that the Americans have 
turned their backs upon us and refuse to 
succor us in the hour of trial. The En- 
glish have at least pluck in their favor. 
They have the insolesece to defy through 
us the entire American continent, while 
the United States can never justify their 
weakness of action which will remain 
a blot upon their history. Weak and 
small as our mation is, we have shown 
more courage than the United States, who 
encouraged us only to desert us at the 
last moment.” In concluding he said

THE “ATTITUDE” IS STILL STIFF. 

LONDON, April 30.—It is learned from 
official sources that there has been no 
change in the attitude of Great Britain 
toward Nicaragua. The British govern- 
ment has no alternative but to insist on a 
settlement of ite demands, and not to 
listen to any offers of a compromise. The 
United States, it was added, is not inter- 
vening in the matter. The report that the 
British warships Wild Swan and Satellite 
have been ordered to Paso de Caballos and 
San Juan del Sur and that Rear Admiral 
Stephenson has cabled to London, saying 
that Corinto is a useless possession, is un- 
founded. 

In regard to the report circulated by a 
news agency that it is the intention of 
Great Britain to seize the ports in Hon- 
duras in order to secure the payment of 
arrears of interest on a large outstanding 
loan, it is pointed out that it is contrary 
to the policy of the British government 
to take such action, or to interfere di- 
rectly to collect interest on loans.

Twenty Thousand Landed Who Could

grants which arrived in the United States 
for the nine months ending March 31, in 
each of the last three years, to have been 
as follows: 1893, 259,560; 1894, 218,688; 18965, 
140,980. The amount of money brovght in 
by immigrants during the past nine 
months was $2,395,846.

THAT FATEFUL DAY. 


Durrant and Miss Lamont 
Seen Together: 


Two Witnesses Will Swear That 
the Couple Entered the , 
Church. 


The Evidence in the Williams Case 
is All in—Police Judge Conlan 
Refuses to Admit the Pris- 
oner to Bail. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The police have found two wit- 
nesses who will swear positively that they 
saw Durrant and Miss Lamont enter 
Emanuel Baptist Church on the afternoon 
of her disappearance, Their names are be- 
ing jealously guarded, and every attempt 
to learn their identity is met with re- 
fusal. It is known, however, that the 
couple are husband and wife, and that they 
reside in the neighborhood of Dr. Gibson's 
church, 


They were walking along Bartlett street 
about 4 o’clock on the afternoon that Miss 
Lamont was murdered, and when directly 
opposite the church noticed Durrant and his 
innocent victim standing in front of the 
gate leading to the pastor’s study. They 
appeared to be engaged in earnest conver- 
sation, and a few minutes later Durrant 
opened the gate, followed by Miss La- 
mont. Then they walked to the pastor’s 
study and entered the church. 

The two witnesses are positive that Dur- 
rant is the man who was with the unfortu- 
nate girl. The fater carried her school- 
books in one hand and seemed to be on 
very friendly terms with the suspected 
murderer. The statement of the couple is 
regarded by the police as the connecting 
link in the chain of evidence which stamps 
Durrant as the murderer. 

THE PRELIMINARY EXAMINATION. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—The evi- 
dence in the preliminary examination of 
Theodore Durrant for the murder of Min- 
nie Williams is all in, and Police Judge 
Conlan will déliver his opinion next Thurs- 
day morning. He denied, for the time be- 
ing, a motion of defendant’s counsel to 
dismiss the case, and also refused to ad- 
mit Durrant to bail. When Durrant was 
taken to the courtroom today he looked 
pale and worn, his confinement apparently 
beginning to tell upon his health. . 

Dr. J. 8. Barrett, who performed the 
autopsy on the body of Minnie Williams, 
was on the stand and was cross-examined 
for hours by the defense. He stated that 
Miss Williams died from asphyxiation and 
hemorrhage, the former caused by rags 
forced down her throat, and the hem- 
orrhage by the severing of arteries in her 
wrists. The other wounds in various parts 
of her body were inflicted after death. 

C. T. Hills testified that he saw a man 
resembling Durrant and a woman answer- 
ing to Miss Williams’s description near 
Emanuel Church on Good Friday night. 
They walked rapidly down the street and 
disappeared inside the dark church. He 
watched them intently, because at first he 
thought the woman was his wife keeping 
an appointment with another man. When 
he went home, however, he found his wife 

ere. He examined the entrances and 
exits of the church next day and found 
that the pair could not have left the 
church while he watched, and have es- 
caped his observation.

DUCHESS OF MARLBOROUGH 
MARRIES AGAIN. 


She is Taller Than the Groom Who 
is Older Than He Looks, 
but the Scene Was a 
Stunner.

LONDON, April 30.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
At fashionable St. George’s Church, Hano- 
ver Square, at 1 o’clock this afternoon, 
the widowed Duchess of Marlborough, 
formerly Mrs. Louis Hammersley of New 
York, was married to Lord William Beres- 
ford, formerly colonel of the Ninth Lan- 
cers, who gained the most coveted of all 
military decorations of Great Britain, the 
Victoria cross, by riding back into the 
thick of the fight at Ululandi to rescue a 
lancer, whom he placed across his saddle, 
and then cut his way out to safety. 

In spite of the statements that the wed- 
ding was to be a quiet ceremony, it was 
the smartest event seen in London for a 
long time. The church was crowded with 
royalty, members of the diplomatic corps, 
representatives of various colonies, gov- 
ernors of different colonial positions, of- 
ficers of the army and navy, and members 
of the elite American and English society 
of London and elsewhere. In every row, 
from the front, where United States Am- 
bassador and Mrs. Bayard and the Duke of 
Cambridge soccuvied the most prominent 
places, to the back-row pews and to the 
galleries, there was a brilliant mass of 
color, formed by the rich satins and silks 
of the ladies’ costumes. 

Shortly before 1 o’clock the bridegroom, 
attended by his brother, Lord Marcus 
Beresford, both in faultlessly-fitting frock 
coats, entered the church almost unnoticed. 
Then followed crowds of members of the 
aristocracy until, at 1 o’clock promptly, 
the bride’s carriage arrived, and there was 
a vigorous pressing forward upon the part 
of the crowd, and a strong effort upon the 
part of the police to keep back the crush. 
This the policemen succeeded in doing, 
and the American duchess.“ as the beau- 
tiful Dowager Duchess of Marlborough is 
known, looking exceedingly handsome in 
her bridal costume, entered the 
church, leaning on the arm of 
her stepson, the Duke of Marlborough. 
Upon reaching the door they were met by 
the clergy and choir, who preceded the 
procession to the alter. 

The bride was dressed in a dove-gray 
coat and a skirt of brocaded satin, with a 
white lace waistcoat and cuffs with dia- 
mond buttons; a white bonnet with gray 
chiffons and magniflcent white veil.

SHOES MAY GO UP. 


The Rise in the Price of Leather 
Partly Responsible. 
Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, April 30.—A local paper 
says that shoes may go up in price. 
Leather’s price is skyward bound, and as 
a consequence foot wear, especially the 
cheaper grades, may rise also in cost. 
Leather is one of the things in the pro- 
cession of commodities the upward whirl 
of which has attracted the attention of the 
business and speculative world. Prices 
of certain grades have gone up from 6 to 
9 cents a pound, a rise in instances 
amounting to over 60 per cent. Lower 
grades of shoes have advanced in some 
cases 15 per cent., and manufacturers’ 
agents in Boston, the great center of the 
footwear business, are writing customers 
declining to duplicate orders at prices re- 
cently quoted. 

Jobbers and manufacturers believe that 
the advance in shoes must at a moderate 
estimate amount to fully 25 per cent. be- 
fore snow files, for they see no marked 
indications of a change in the conditions 
which have mainly brought about the rise. 
These are the facts of the receipts of live 
cattle and the supply of hides, though 
there are those who suspect that the Leather 
Trust in some manner has helped the hur- 
rah along. A few weeks ago when it was 
discovered that the shortage in cattle in 
this country was an exceedingly serious 
fact, leather manufacturers found, so it 
is, said, that the market, previously appar- 
rently full of offerings, had become com- 
paratively limited. The sole leather mar- 
ket is said to be practically controlled 
by the United States Leather Company. 
Its prices began to move up several weeks 
ago. As a result they infused an anima- 
tion into the leather market that it hag 
not seen in many a day. 

In reply to the telegraphic inquiry of 
one of the heaviest manufacturing houses 
in town, quotations were made on No. 2 
leather at 17 to 18 cents a pound, an ad- 
vance of 4 to 6 cents since the rise be- 
gan; on grain leather at 14 to 16 cents 
against 8 to 9 cents three months ago, and 
on other grades in proportion. The manu- 
facturer who received it said that he had 
in stock a supply of leather sufficient to 
last some weeks. He did not know where 
the liberal supplies required by the coun- 
try would come from unless they were 
imported. South America is the exporting 
territory upon which the United States 
would largely rely in case of a failure in 
its hide supply.

HIT BY A SQUALL. 
The Corwin Nearly Loses Her Cap- 
tain—A Seaman Drowned.

The United States cutter Corwin arrived 


from Alaska this morning and reports a 
fatal accident to one of the cutter’s boats 
at Taku Harbor.

Campbell tes- 
tified that he accepted the bond in good 
faith, and Judge Sanderson acquitted the 
defendant.

THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 


A Prospective Deficit of About Forty- 


five Million Dollars. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, April 30.—The treasury 
receipts during the month ended today 
have not met the expectations of the offi- 
cialis, and the indications are now that the 
deficit at the end of the fiscal year will be 
little, if any, less than $45,000,000. 

The receipts for the month of April 
amounted to $24,247,836, and the expendi- 
tures to $32,952,690, leaving a deficit for 
the month of $8,704,854, and for the fiscal 
year to date of $45,247,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue show 
a falling off for April, as compared with 
the same month in 1894, of more than 5700, 
000, and a falling off for the ten months 
of the fiscal year of about $2,000,000. Dur- 
ing the remaining two months of the fiscal 
year there will be no extraordinry expendi- 
tures. The pension payments will amount 
to about $22,000,000, and $1,250,000 will be 
paid on interest account. The net result of 
the year is not expected to differ materially 
from today's figures, and yet, in making 
this estimate, a considerable revenue from 
the income tax is anticipated. —

DID NEY ESCAPE?

Marshal Ney ‘Peter the Red.’ 


A Literary Sensation in 
New York. 


The Famous Marshal Said to Have 
Been Assisted to Escape to 
America. 


Points of Resemblance Shown by a 
\ Recluse Who Died Forty-nine 
Years Ago in North 
Carolina.

NEW YORK, April 30.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A curious and exceptionally inter- 
esting book will be published tomorrow. It 
is entitled: Historie Doubts as to the 
Execution of Marsha) Ney,” and is the 
work of James A. Weston of Hickory, N. 
C. Numerous explanatory illustrations ac- 
company the text and add greatly to the 
value of the book. Among them are repro- 
ductions of Marshal Ney’s handwriting, 
and illustrations of several striking events 
in the life of the famous warrior. The 
author's object in writing the book is 
plainly told. Having been ‘old several 
years ago that Peter Stuart B. Ney, who 
died on November 15, 1846, in Rouen 


Ney of France, he started on a thorough 
investigation of the matter and is satis- 
fied that the Ney who died forty-nine years 
ago in North Carolina, was Marshal Ney, 
who was supposed to have perished in 
France, but who, in the opinion of the 
author and others, escaped death through 
the aid of the scldiers detailed to execute 
him, and afterwards found refuge in the 
United States. 

The author bases his convictions that 
Peter 8. Ney was Marshal Ney on sev- 
eral grounds. In the first place the physi- 
cal resemblance between the two men was 
great—‘“perfect.”” says the author. Both 
were large, athletic, broad-shouldered, full- 
chested and symmetrically built. Again, 
in character, disposition, habit and man- 
ners both men were singularly alike. 
Marshal Ney was a man of great personal 
magnetism and of strong, vigorous mind, 
as, too, was Peter Ney. Both men used to- 
bacco and drank wine and spirits. Peter 
sometimes indulged in the latter to ex- 
cess, but we are told that he was not at 
all intemperate until the death of Napoleon 
in 1821, when he said to Col. Rogers: 
“With the death of Napoleon my last hope 
is gone.“ This would certainly seem to 
prove that that Peter and the marshal 
were one and the same. 

Moreover, both men had strong consti- 
‘tutions, were fair musicians, students 
and had considerable artistic talents, and 
were skilled fencers and thoroughly 
versed in everything pertaining to the art 
of war. More curious ie the fact that 
Marshal Ney was wounded several times 
in the hand, foot, arm and chest, and 
Peter Ney also had wounds in ail these 
places. As to the change of name, the 
author says: “If Peter S. Ney were Mar- 
shal Ney, why did he adopt the name of 
Peter Stuart Ney? French soldiers called 
It was their 
pet name for him.”’ 

The closing scene in the life of Peter 
Ney points also in the same direction. 
“A few minutes before his death Ney be- 
came delirious. In thie condition he died. 
O. G. Ford says that his last words, 
Spoken in delirium, were these: Bessleres 
is dead and the Old Guard is defeated, 
now let me die.“ Marshal Ney had often 
led the Od Guard to victory, and they 
had gone down with him at Waterioo. 
Marshal Bessieres, the loved and honvred 
commander of the Old Guard, was killed 
at the defile of Rippach in 1813. It was 
natural that Ney in bis last moments 
should link them together.“ 

These extracts will suffice to show that 
this is a book of unusual interest. The 
great marshal played a famous part on 
the world’s stage and any new acts re- 
garding him and his career are of un- 
questionable value. Whether the author 
has proved ‘his case or not, the readers of 
his work must decide. He has certainly 


taken infinfte pains to gain all possible 
information on the subject. 


THE LAST MEAL. 


Starvation Staring San Francisco’s 
Prisoners in the Face. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—The condi- 
tion of affairs at the branch county jail 
today assumed a more serious aspect. When 
the 262 inmates left the dining-room tables 
at 5 o’clock they had disposed of the last 
morsels of food that could be scraped to- 
gether for an evening meal, and when 
they have taken breakfast in the morning 
of corn meal mush, syrup, potatoes and 
ecffee, they will have eaten the last food 
the larder contains. Then if no relief 
ccmes starvation impends. There are none 
more painfully aware of this fact than the 
prisoners themselves. Superintendent 
Clarkson was as much exercised as the 
prisoners in his care, and as he stoon in 
the empty pantry said: 

“The men get the last meal we have for 
them tomorrow. It will consist of some 
mush, potatoes and coffee, and then our 
provisions are all gone. Unless they send 
us some new supplies I don’t know what 
I am going to do. I can’t turn the pris- 
oners loose upon the world, for Sheriff 
Whelan is held responsible for their safe 
keeping under a heavy bond, and 
yet I can’t lock them up here and let 
them starve. 

J took the men from their work today 
and put them on short rations. The 
horses were turned out into the field to 
graze, for not one ounce of fodder is left. 
I tell you this is getting to be mighty 
serious business, and it is about time 
something turned up.“ 

At the almshouse they the not 80 
badly fixed. With the exception of bread 
and potatoes, which will last them through 
today, they will have provisions enough to 
carry them to the end of the week. The 
County Hospital is even better supplied, 
but the County Jail No. 1 is nearly in the 
same condition as branch jail No. 2, and 
will likewise be out completely by Thurs- 
day night. The fire-department supplies 
of horsefeed will be completely exhausted 
by tomorrow morning. The horses have 
only been kept from going hungry so far 
by feeding half rations and dividing the 
odds and ends of hay among the horses. 
The last straw will be eaten up in the 
morning. 

Auditor Broderick has evolved a plan to 
bring the contractors to terms. He will 
refuse to audit their April bills unless 
they fulfill their contracts and with the 
money thus withheld supplies will be pur- 
chased and charged up to the contractors. 


Rustling Up Funds. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—The city of. 
ficials met this morning to consider the 
depleted treasury and the necessity of im- 
mediate supplics. It was agreed that city 
employees would not present their salary 
demands till June 29; that the money 
should be used to purch fe supplies for the 
almshouse, hospital, jails and fire depart- 
ment. If the contractors will not accept 
this guarantee, contributions will be so- 
licited, and supplies purchased in open 
market. 


University Funds Short. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—It was 
stated at the meeting of the University 
regents today that there would be a de- 
ficit of about $12,000 in the university 
funds. Consequently there will have to be 
retrenchment, and the contemplated en- 
gagement of many new teachers will be

THE DUMB SPEAK. 


SYSTEM OF TEACHING SPEECH 
TO THE DEAF. 


A Talk With the President of an 
Association That is Doing Much 
Good—The Great Number 
of Mutes. 


Philip G. Gillett, LL.D., president of 
the American Association to Promote the 
Teaching of Speech to the Deaf, has been 
stopping a few days at the Westminster 
Hotel, whither he went to meet his old 
friend, Senator Cullom. Dr. Gillett is 
making a tour of the institutions of the 
deaf in America, having already visited 
over one hundred of such institutions in 
various States, and having personally met 

eight thousand deaf mutes and in- 
about eight hundred different 

hers. 

“The association of which the doctor is 
president was organized in New York in 
1890. Its first president was Dr. Alexan- 
der Graham Bell, better known as the in- 
ventor of the telephone. Dr. Bell previous 
to his work in bringing out the telephone, 
had been engaged in the instruction of 
the deaf, and his father had designed a 
system intended to help persons troubled 
with stammering. Explanations were for 
the most part pictoral of the proper pose 
of the organs of voice in the utterance of 
speech and served to indicate defects in 
speech, and was, in fact, a physiological 
alphabet based upon the tongue, the roof 
of the mouth, soft palate, glottis and nasal 
passages. This system was termed Bell's 
Visible Speech,” and had been used in 
many institutions of the deaf to very 
great advantage. 

There are in this country over one 
hundred institutions, for the deaf, in most 
‘of which the system of signs has been 
used as a means of intructing them, but 
of late years t improvements have 
been made in their instruction and they 
are now taught to speak. 

It should be remembered that a deaf 
person has all the organs of voice, per- 
fectly developed, and if he were able, he 
would be able to utter articulate speech. 
Speech is the resultant of the combined 
use of the organ of voice and the organ 
of hearing, bearing being an essential 
factor for good speech. There is no race 
of men in the world who have speech, 
whether they be scientific men and wo- 
men or the most degraded Hottentot, with- 
out using the organ of hearing. For 
about twenty-five years efforts have been 
made to teach the deaf so to use their 
vocal organs that speech will ensue. In 
most institutions of this country a good 
degree of success is being met with in 
this direction, and in some, some very 
cases of success are real- 
zed. 

The association of which Dr. Gillett is 
the president was organized to stimulate 
the work of speech-teaching to the deaf. 
Several institutions for this class of per- 
sons are conducted solely upon the method 
of speech, notably the Philadelphia in- 
stitute where 500 pupils are being taught 
| by this method, and the Northampton 
(Mass.) institute, where all the pupils are 
being instructed in this way. The insti- 
tute at Rochester, N. Y., laid great stress 
upon the teaching of speech to the deaf, 
and also the use of the English ian- 
guage in teaching English by means of 
the finger alphabet. This institution is 
meeting with excellent results in this 
regard. 

There are now 50,000 deaf-mutes in 
America, 9000 of them being in institu- 
tfons for their instruction. Up to 1867 
mo effort was made to instruct the deaf to 

. During that year a Small school 
was started by Miss Harriet B. Rogers at 
Chelmsford, Mass., and in 1868, upon the 
invitation of Hon. Mr. Dudley, this little 
school found a home in bis house at 
No n, Mass. It is now known as 
the Clark Institute, and from this little 
seed there has sprung up what i called 
an ‘oral depariment” in nearly every in- 
stitute for the deaf in this country. At 
the present time more than 60 per cent. 
of the deaf are taught speech. It is not 
denied, however, that a large number of 
the class of persons known as deaf-mutes 
do not readily acquire a knowledge of 
epeech, and must be taught such other 
method cf speech as is available for 
their education. 

There have been a number of very 
marked instances of success of teaching 
deaf persons to speak; not only those who 
have acquired deafness through the sense 
of hearing subsequently lost, but some 
natural mutes. A young tad is now at- 
tending the Cincinnati Manual Training 
School, receiving all of this instruction 
through speech and lip reading, and is 
preparing to enter Columbia College the 
coming fall. Another gentleman, a 
teacher, himeelf deaf, in the Philadelphia 
Institute, is conducting the recitations of 
the most advanced classes solely upon the 
baeis of speech and lip reading. That is 
to say, he addresses them in vocal utter- 
ance and perceives what they say by read- 
ing ‘the movements of their fips. Neither 
the pupil or the teacher hears a single 
sound. 

Dr. Gillett is now en route for Berkeley, 
Cal., where there is a very supertor ins«i- 
tution. He has already traveled over 35, 
000 miles in visiting schools of this char- 
acter and will continue his tour to the 
,imtitutions in Oregon, Washington, Mon- 
tama and North Dakota, when be will 
have visited all the institutions in the 
United States and Canada, having jour- 
neyed as far East as Halifax, N. S., and 
as far south as Texas and da, and 
covered all che intervening country. He 
expresses himself as being delighted with 
Southern California, fts climate and its 
people. 

DAF, DUMB AND BLIND. 


In conversation Dr. Gillett mentioned to 
the reporter the case of Mies Helen Kel- 
ler, 14 years of age, Who is one of the 
most remarkable of perscrs of whom 
there is any accouv: in all the annals of 
literature. She sets at defiance all the 
known laws of psychology, producing or- 
tginal compositions of great beauty, though 
she has no recollection of ever having 
heard a sound, or seer any obifect in na- 
ture. She communicates with her teacher 
and friends first by taking in her hand the 
hand of the teacher, who spell what utter- 
ances they desire to express. She then 
responds in vocal utterance, so that she 
is @istinctly understood by whomsvever 
may be present. Miss Keller has cf late 
acquired the faculty of reading the hps 
of others by the touch of her finger tips 
upon the lips of the person speaking, and 
she also uses the typewriter with amazing 
dexterity. 

Some of the impromptu productiors of 
this marvelous girl are truly wonderful. 
At a party im the bouse of Prof. Bell in 
Washington lately there were ‘presert a 
number of prominent men, among them 
Senator Sherman, who expressed a desire 
to see this marvelous girl.

ANGELO. 
HAZERS’ WORK. 


The Brutal Treatment of an 
Embryo Preacher. 


He Was Initiated Into a Mythical 
Secret Society by His 
Companions. ._ 


The Nitrate of Silver Put on His 
Chest May Result in Permanent 


Owing to the progress of civilization the 
pastime of hazing has become almost ob- 
solete in the great educational institu- 
tions of the land. But not so in the Uni- 
versity of Southern California. As a natter 
of fact the hazing fad seems to have but 
recently broken out in this seat of learn- 
ing. 

According to the most authentic up-to- 
date information a case of hazing of the 
genuine Yale-Cornell-Westpoint-Annapolis- 
Berkeley brand occurred on the night of 
April 17, which has caused the greatest 
excitement at the University that has been 
known in that quiet settlement since the 
founding of the college. 

There is no mistake about the brand of 
the hazing, for the hazers left their mark 
on the victim that will stay with him and 
be an unpleasant reminder of the incident 
through life, perhaps even abridging his 
life, though the latter result is hardly 
anticipated. 

The young man upon whom this out- 
rage was perpetrated is G. W. Bollen of 
Murrieta, Cal., a divinity student in the 
freshman class of the University of South- 
ern California. Mr. Bollen is a poor, but 
ambitious, young man, who aspires to the 
ministry in the Methodist Episcopal church. 
He entered college about six weeks ago, 
and is striving hard to work his way 
through. 

The young men who so inhumanly 
treated their fellow-student are all resi- 
dents of Southern California, their names 
and addresses, according to reliable re- 
port, when they are at home, being: Philo 
Jones, Pomona; H. Carver, Escondido; P. 
Newman, Buena Vista, San Diego county; 
J. C. Bellou, Santa Barbara; Percy Thomp- 
son, University; W. H. Pettit, Hueneme; 
F. Mort, University; W. H. Henman, Uni- 
versity. 

Most of these young men are members 
of the Chaucer Club, the swell boarding 
club of the University. Mr. Bollen lived 
at the club also before the hazing, but 
since that ever/oful night be has taken up 
his abode in a small building somewhat 
apart from the University, where he is 
keeping bachelor’s hall and not in so great 
danger of baving ‘his theological studies 
interrupted by the pranks of his more 
frivolous fellow-students. 

Mr. Bollen is of a deeply religious na- 
ture. He beliéves in Methodiem with all 
his heart and mind and soul. He tries to 
lead a Christian life, but is not averse to 
innocent meriment and can 
harmiess sport with as much gusto as his 
less religious ccmpanions. Mr. Bollen can 
appreciate a joke as well as the ungodly, 
provided it is not carried too far. It was 
his love of fun, coupled with religious fer- 
vor, that led him into the trap set by his 
foothardy, mot to say designing, compan- 
ions and resulted in his serious injury. The 
best obtainable story of the hazing is as 
follows: 

On Baster Sunday one of the members 
of the Chaucer Club attended services at 
the Catholic Cathedral. On his return he 
was descanting to his comrades on the 
grandeur and solemnity of the ceremonies. 
Mr. Bollen’s Methodism asserted itself at 
this juncture and he mildly reproved his 
friend for praising the Catholic church. 
He thought it was inconsistent for a 
Methodist to go into ecstacies over Rom'sh 
forms of worship. All the boys present 
took issue with Bollen but the discussion 
that ensued was good-natured. 

SPOTTED AS A VICTIM. 


Learning from this conversation, no 
doubt, Mr. Bollen’s strong anti-Catholic 
sentiments, the boys concluded to have 
some fun at his expense. They, therefore, 
laid their plans and the following Tues- 
day a delegation of students invited him 
to join the “College Anti-Catholic So- 
ciety,” a sort of junior order of the 
A. P. A., they represented. He unwittingly 
accepted the invitation, and they sug- 
gested that he be initiated the same night. 
He had a previous engagement, however, 
for that evening, and the next night all 
the boys desired to see the illuminated 
fiesta parade. It was arranged, therefore, 
that the ceremony should take place after 
they returned from the parade. . 

It was about 11:30 p.m. when Bollen met 
at the trysting place and was conducted 
by the eight students already named to 
the college campus. The candidate for 
initiation into the new-fangled A.P.A. was 
then blindfolded and his hands tied be- 
hind his back, after which the fun began. 

The ceremony was a long one, lasting 
about two hours, but the novitiate stood 
it like a martyr. Some of the ordeals 
were most trying, but he never squealed, 
taking it all good-humoredly and in good 
faith, thinking it was but a diversion 
which afforded his companions good sport 
and would do him no harm. 

The form of initiation was something 
like this: After his hands were secured 
and he was blindfolded they ran him 
about the campus, making him fall over 
tin cans and other obstacles and rubbish. 
Then they teetered' him over the top of 
a fence, see-saw fashion, on his stomach. 
After this they ran him through the mid- 


enter into, 


dle of the road down to Figueroa street 
and then back to the college campus. 
Without giving him time to rest they next 
placed him a-straddle a rail or pole and 
carried him into the basement of the col- 
lege building. 

PAINTED WITH CAUSTIC. 

There they performed various high 
jinks and wound up by partially stripping 
the victim and painting an image resem- 
bling a woman’s head on his chest with 
a solution of nitrate of silver. Finally 
they replaced his garments and conducted 
him back to Figueroa and Jefferson streets, 
where they turned him loose and declared 
him a full-fledged member of the College 
Anti-Catholic Society. 

Mr. Bollen made a pretense of havi 


ng 
enjoyed the sport and believed himself a . 


member of a bona fide organization. He 
went to bed little rueing the performance. 
But the next morning he began to change 
his mind. The nitrate of silver was get- 
ting in its painful work. A _ pecullarity 


of the drug is that when applied to the 


skin and exposed to the light and air it 
simply discolors the cuticle, but when 
covered up it eats away the tissues and 
causes most excruciating pain. ; 

For four days and nights Mr. Bollen suf- 
fered untold agony. He could not sleep 
nor find rest a single moment. The caustic 
seared his flesh and a festering sore about 
the size cf a man’s hand soon appeared 
on his breast. He consulted Dr. Jenkins. 
who did all in his power to alleviate his 
suffering, but little relief could be af- 
forded him. 
the poison had run its course. The sore 
still remains, although not 80 painful, but 
the doctor fears it may develop into a 
permanent ulcer. 

COMPLAINED TO THE FACULTY. 

When Bollen realized the outrage he 
was e@ubjected to the reported the matter 
to the faculty, who started an investigs- 
tion. The culprits were called into the 
august presence of the assembled profes- 
sors one by one and asked to make «a con- 
feasion. All but one maintained that the 
haz.ng was a bona fide ceremony of ini- 
tiation into a society thet had existed 
among them for some time, and that no 
harm was intended, the injury from n 
trate of silver resulting from ignorance of 
ite nature. 

The last man called in was Ballou of 
Santa Barbara, who weakened and made 
a full confession. He admitted that ## 
was a case of hazing, pure aud eimple, 
and that the Anti-Catholic Society was 
organized solely for Mr. Bollen’s benefit. 

The faculty upon this evidence found 
all guilty of hazing and suspended each 
for one week, with the exception of Bal- 
lou, who was suspended for only one day. 
It was also ordered that the hazers pay 
Bollen’s doctor bill, which, up to date 
amounts to about $45. 

Bollen, not satisfied with this might rep- 
aration, applied to the District Attorney's 
office for a criminal complaint, but As- 
sistant District Attorney Williams put 
him off. 

The matter was yesterday brought to 
the attention of the humane officer by the 
parent of one of the university students, 
with the request that the officer make an 
investigation to ascertain F the Interests 
of justice have been fully subserved by 
the light punishment inflicted on the 
guilty parties by the faculty.

Another attempt to introdiice the penny 
into circulation in Los Angeles is being 
made, The Farmers’ and Merchants’ Bank 
recently imported from the Philadelphia 


mint 10,000 pennies for the use of one of 
its customers. 

The people of the Pacific Coast are very 
loath to adopt the humble and useful 
penny. Its chief use on this Coast is con- 
fined to the purchase of postage stamps, al- 
though it is given in change at the lead- 
ing dry goods stores of San Francisco and 
Los Angeles. The prejudice against the 
penny on this Coast is undoubtedly in- 
herited from the “days of gold,” when 
$50 slugs were more plentitu among all 
classes of California than double eagles 
are today; when men received from $10 
to $20 a day for common manual labor, 
and when anything less than a two-bit 
piece was not thought of. The old-timers 
who lived in those days are unwilling to 
handle what they contemptuously term 
“chicken feed,“ and the younger genera- 
tion who have grown up among these 
pioneers have absorbed a good deal of 
their unreasonable, but comprehensible, 
contempt for a small but useful coin. 
Even as recently as twenty years ago one 
could not pass a nickel in San Francisco, 
although the fruit stands would deign to 
accept a silver 5 cent piece. 

It should be remembered, however, that 
circumstances have changed very ma- 
terially during the past twenty years. 
Wages have come down almost to the 
same basis as those which prevail in other 
sections of the 98 and the saving of 
a few cents a day in the purchasing of the 
necessaries of life makes quite a consid- 
erable difference to those in receipt of 
small salaries. In any case there is some- 
thing that leads to looseness and reckless- 
ness in the system of making such a wide 
difference in the cost of articles as is 
necessary when the price is quoted at 15 
cents, or two for 25.” That is to say, un- 
less a person is willing to purchase twice 
as much of an article as he may need he 
is forced to pay an advance of 20 per ** 
Which goes into the „ of the dealer. 

Some sixteen years ago or more an at- 
tempt was made in San Francisco to bring 
circulation by a 
daily newspaper, which placed its price at 
2 cents and imported a large number of 
pennies to accommodate its patrons. 
—— then the Evening Post of San Fran- 

cisco made a similar attempt, but it was 
not successful, as a majority of the public 
did not care to bother with the change for 
a nickel, but let the boys keep it. A 
local evening contemporary is now try- 
ing the same system. It remains to be 
seen whether it will be successful or not. 
In any case the introduction of the penny 
into general circulation on the Pacific 
Coast is only a question of time, and 
probaply of a very short time. Even then, 
our smallest coin in circulation will be 
worth twice as much as that of England.

upon the sixth sense for its comprehen 
sion. By ideality is meant something 
more than the softening and sweetening 
of the subject. Impressionism is tie 
modern outcome of the study of the past)

An interesting paper by Mrs. Garden 
on “Impressionists, Old and New,” 
was od by Mr. Macleod, in which & 
was set forth that the old masters are 
not to be ignored, but an original view 
of nature is better. Art reappears in threes 
new strains, the Franco-Italian, Dutel 
and Spanish schools, and in these 
taste for modern art was developed. A 
revolution was brought about by Corot, 
who said, “Truth assumes on canvas just 
the proportion of importance which we 
have accorded it in our observation of 
nature. If we are as earnest in the . 
vation of the trivial as of the essential, 
we shall infallibly overstate the small and 
let the large go unexpressed.” 

The impressionist roduces the fugitive 
aspect of things as felt at the moment 
sight. The modern dislike of detail an@ 
subject emanates from Monet, who had tie 
courage to leave imperfect work in He 
freshness, rather than spoil by over-execue 
tion. Impressionism is an elastic term, @s 
applied to the so-called school, and ther 
are two kinds of impressionists, accord- 
ing to artists, one the exaggerated. af 
fected kind, and the other who gets tie 
real feeling of the subject at the moment 
of vision. To Monet is due the chief dong 
of initiating the impressionistic qualities 
which characterize the new school. 

In reality, no one ever sees artistically 
except through the education of the eye. 

A sketch of Monet's life. and work was 
then given, and a general view of i 
pressionists. The Japanese were impres 
sionists centuries ago, and they excel fm 
their line today. Japanese impressionism 
has strongly influenced the modern school 
of art, to which it has given new ideas, 
suggestions and impressions. For works 
to stand the test of posterity’s judgment, 
the idea expressed should be dominant, and 
clothed in good drawing, composition and 
technique, but used only as language, & 
means to an end. 

Following Mrs. Macleod’s paper, 
tation was given by Mrs. A. M. 1 
after which T. 8.

of the skilled landscape gardener? 

This is a question for investors and 
citizens to answer, and, answered in 
the affirmative, it will have large 
meaning for our future. Let us have a 
hotel that shall be in every respect up 
to date, with not bess than four or five 
acres of land about it, planted to trees 
and shrubs and flowers—a veritable 
semi-tropical garden. It would require 
but a short time for the accomplish- 
men of such end, and capitalists could 
make no better investment for the fu- 
ture of this rapidly-growing city. 


A Cleveland dispatch mentions a ru- 
mor in railroad circles to the effect 


on the roads in the Vanderbilt system, 
providing, in brief, that hereafter offi- 
clals when making promotions among 
the employees shall consider only effi- 
ciency. The dispatch adds that if the 
rule is adopted it will be met with 
stubborn resistance be the men. There 
can be no rational ground for resist- 
ance to so reasonable a rule. Efficiency 
is the trpe and logical basis of promo- 
tion, rather than the length of time in 
service. It will probably be found, 
upon further examination, that the 
change will not be a very radical one, 
after all for men who remain longest 
in positions of trust are usually the 
most efficient. Contihued service is one 
of the surest guarantees of fitness, and 
the men will probably find, if the pro- 
posed new rule is put into effect, that 
they will have little real cause for 
complaint. 


Senator Stephen M. White, in a 
brief interview published elsewhere in 
The Times, states his views regarding 
the income-tax law very concisely and 
forcibly. He declares, in effect, that 
the law, as passed upon by the Supreme 
Court is “the loathsome opposite” of 
what it was intended to be when it 
was passed by the Fifty-third Congress. 
It exempts the very class of men 
whom it was desigmed to compel to 
pay income taxes, and throws the bur- 
den of the tax upon persons least able 
to stand it. Senator White thinks the 
tax law, as originally passed, was just 
in the main, but that in its present 
condition it is grossly unjust. He says 
that if the Fifty-third Congress had an 
opportunity to vote upon the law as 
it now stands, the measure would be 
wiped. out with practical unanimity. 
“Such,” he adds, “will certainly be 
the result next winter, unless the Su- 
preme Court recedes, which is very 
improbable.” 


Some time ago it was found that the 
Hollenbeck sewer, constructed by the 
city at great expense, was altogether 
faulty and defective.

Southern Pacific Abolishes 
Local Ticket Agencies. 


The New Rates on Shipments of 
Seedling Oranges to 


He Thinks the Income Tax Will be 


Repealed. 
Senator White, who is a member of the 
Senate Committee on Finance, was asked 


by a Times reporter his opinion with |. 


reference to the much-muddled income- 
tax matter, and as to the probability of its 


repeal by Congress. He replied in sub- 
stance as follows: Bx 6 

“The income-tax law as it is now 
sought to be enforced, is an absurdity. 
Under the scheme devised by Congress 
wealthy bondholders and owners of re- 
numerative property were expected to con- 
tribute their just share toward the main- 
tenance of the government. As it is now 
the proprietors of principalities not only 
pay nothing in the way of tax on the rents 
and profits derived therefrom, but they 
are actually permitted to offset the re- 
pairs, insurance, taxes, etc., against their 
taxable incomes. These credits were al- 
lowed upon the hypothesis that the money 
derived from real estate would be subject 
to the tax. . 

“It is aBsélutely certain that Congress 
never would have passed the law had it 
been supposed that that it would be re- 
duced by the Supreme Court to its pres- 
ent pitiable condition. As originally 
planned it was just in the main. As it is 
now, it is discriminating, and those who 
are discriminated against are the persons 
least able to stand the tax. When the 
Supreme Court reached the conclusion that 
the holders of State and municipal se- 
curities and those who enjoy incomes from 
real estate are not liable, the whole 
scheme should have been declared in- 


“The principle justifying such a result 
Rus: “When the parts of a statute are so 


ditions, considerations, inducements, or 
cOmpensations for each other, as to war- 
rant a belief that the Legislature intended 
them as a whole, and that if all could not 
be carried into effoct the Legislature would 
not pass the statute independently, then 
if some parts are unconstitutional all the 
provisions which are thus dependent, con- 
ditional or ‘connected, must fall with 
them.’ 

“It is a matter ot public notoriety, and 
even of record, that Congress passed the 
income-tax law in the belief that those 
who are by the Supreme Court exempted 
would be forced to contribute, and it is 
equally clear that Congress would never 
have enacted such a statute as that which 
is given us by the pruning process adopted 
by the judiciary.. The provisions declared 
void and those which are assumed to 
be valid are interdependent and are con- 
nected ‘as conditions, considerations, in- 
ducements, or compensations with each 
other.’ So true is it that no such law as 
that which is now attempted to be en- 
forced was designed, that if the Filty- 
third Congress had an opportunity of 
voting upon the subject, the statute which 
has thus resulted from judicial construc- 
tion would be wiped out with practical 
unanimity. Such will certainly be the re- 
sult next winter unless the Supreme Court 
recedes—which is very improbable.”

Matters Affecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific arid the St. Louis and 
San Francisco Roads—The 

Colorado Midland. 


The Southern Pacific Company sent out 
a circular note last Saturday to all rail- 
way offices in San Francisco, other than 
its own, Where tickets over their lines 
had hitherto been on sale, stating that it 
had been decided to withdraw all such 
tickets from sale. The statement was 
made that this action had been decided 
on, after due consideration, as being ad- 
visable and for tthe dest interests of the 
company, Sut not because of any I feel- 
ing against the agents of other roads who 
have heretcfore ‘handled the tickets. Here- 
after, it was explained, the tickets would 
only be sold at the Southern-Pacific’s own 
office, No. 613 Market street. 

Among the more important agencies to 
which the note in question was sent were 
those of the Canadian Pacific, the Denver 
and Rilo Grande, the Union Pacific, Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific, all of 
whose local. agents. have heretofore been 
handling Central Pacific tickets as well 
as their own. All of these, as well as 
the various other San Francisco offices 
also received another note from the 
Southern Pacific, likewise dated on Sat- 
urday last, inviting them to attend a 
meeting on Monday, April 29 at the Pal- 
ace Hotel, San Francisco, for the consid- 
eration ‘of matters connected with over- 
land passenger traffic. The letter was 
signed by T. H. Goodman, general pas- 
senger agent, and countersigned by C. H. 
Speers, assistant general passenger agent 
of the Southern Pacific Company. 

The call for the meeting brought to- 
gether quite a number of local rallroad 
men, ®ut the matter of the withdrawal 
of the Southern Pacific tickets from the 
offices of the other railways does not ap- 
pear to have been touched upon while 
they were in consultation. There was, 
however, a good deal of talk to the effect 
that another association should be formed 
to take the place of the last, which dis- 
integrated some ‘timie since, the general 
trend of opinion seeming to be in favor 
of the proposition. Among those present 
were: Messers. Snedaker, Sanborn, Jones, 
De Russey, Stateler, Meyer, Crane, Van- 
derbilt, Marcy, McCall, Mann, Dell, Har- 
vey, Fugazi, Warren, Arbuckle and others, 
all the principal roads of the country 
being represented. .

George Stone, in speaking of 
the matter today, said: 

“Seventy per cent. of the bondholders 
have formally agreed, under a new deed of 
trust, to reorganize the company. The re- 
maining bondholders can come in now or 
even later if they wish. There is no dis- 
position, to freeze out anybody. If the 
road should bring only $2,000,000, for in- 
stance, the road would pay 66 2-3- per 
cent. of the bonded indebtedness. That 
sum, less the expenses, would be paid the 
bondholders that do not see fit to come in 
under the reorganization. The other bond- 
holders will then own the road and will 
reorganize under the new plan, which is 
open to every bondholder. The bond- 
nolders who decline to come in will take 
the chances on what the road will bring. 
It may not bring even a million dollars. 
The dividends will be reduced in the ratio 
as the price falls below the $3,000,000 
mark. Of course we cannot force any 
one to come in and sign the new agree- 
ment, but the road must be reorganized 
so that the property may be saved.” 

Lovell White, cashier of the San Fran- 
cisco Savings Union, confirmed the state- 
ments of George Stone. He declared that

RATES ON SEEDLINGS. | 


The reduction in freight rates on car- 
load shipments of seedling oranges to 
Eastern points goes into effect today. Ship- 
ments on the Southern Pacific Railway will 
be made by the Sunset route, that is to 
say, via New Orleans, thence by steamer 
to point of destination. These latter are 
New York, Boston, Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia.

SAN JOAQUIN VALLEY ROAD. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—A delega- 
tion from the Stockton Commercial As- 
sociation conferred with the board of di- 
rectors of the San Francisco and San 
Joaquin Valley Railroad today in this 
city in regard to the agreement through 
which the railway gets $100,000 and rights- 
of-way from Stockton Harbor through that 
city and thence to the line of Stanislaus 
county free, and the enterprising people 
of San Joaquin’s capital receive a guar- 
antee of a competing railroad from San 
Francisco through Stockton to Kern 
county. The agreement was considered by 
the committee and board during the after- 
noon. Some changes were made to suit 
both parties and the agreement was 
unanimously accepted: All that now re- 
mains to be done is to secure the signa- 
tures of the direetors and the Stockton 
committee. 

President Claus Spreckels and Direc- 
tors Watt and Payson, who returned from 
the San Joaquin Valley to attend the 
meeting, said they were very deeply im- 
pressed with the condition of affairs all 
along the route. The othér directors will 
go down the valley in a few days and 
make an inspection of the country lying 
south of the Stanislaus River, and when 
they return some action will be taken on 
the route to Bakersfield. 

NEW NORTHERN PACIFIC STEAMERS. 

ST. PAUL (Minn.,) April 30.—Dodwell, 
Carroll & Meyer, general agents of the 
Northern Pacific Steamship Company at 
Hongkong, advise the traffic officials of 
the road in this city that three new 
steamers, the Strathnevis, Evendale and 
the Hankow, will be placed in service, 
leaving Hongkong June 4, June 25 and 

respectively. These new 
steamers will have double the carrying ca- 
pacity of the largest steamer now on the 
line. This will make six steamers, all 
told, in the service between Tacoma and 

Hongkong instead of three as heretofore, 
thus, considering the increased capacity 
of the new ships, more than doubling the 
facilities of the line for both freight and 
passenger service. 

A SAN JOAQUIN BRANCH. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 30.—Articles of 
incorporation of the Alameda and San Joa- 
quin Railroad Company have been filed 
with the County Clerk.

The directors are John Treadwell, Rob- 
ert I. Fry, E. B. Pond, J. Dalzell Brown, 
Brodie M. Bradford. The capital stock is 


$500,000, of which $30,000 has been seub- 
scribed. 
NORTHERN PACIFIC BONDHOLDERS. 


ST. PAUL (Minn.,) April 30.—The Pio- 
neer Press tomorrow will say: “A gentle- 
man whose close connection with 
Northern Pacific affairs at present and in 
the past, makes his opinion very valuable, 
makes the statement that the second 
mortgage bondholders of the Northern Pa- 
cific will soon apply for an order of the 
court at Milwaukee directing the receivers 
of the road to pay interest on the second- 
mortgage bonds. Their petition will state 
that the road has earned not only inter- 
ests on the firsts, but also on. the seconds, 
and while the interest on the firsts has 
been paid, the money which should have 
been used to pay interest on the seconds 
has been used in the payment of interest 
on some of the old bonds of the branch 
roads, notably the Duluth and Manitoba 
and Spokane branches, which have not 
only failed to earn their interest, but have 
not earned their operating expenses. They 
claim that the receivers have not only dis- 
torted the moneys earned by the road be- 
longing to them, but have placed a secur- 
ity ahead of theirs (the receivers’ cer- 
tificates,) and used their interest money to 
pay interest on — certificates. They will 
ask to be relieved from contributing the 
payment of any part of the receivers’ cer- 
tificates, claiming that they should be 
paid by an assessment on the junior se- 
curities, i.e., the third mortgage, the con- 
sol fives and preferred stock.

AT THE COURTHOUSE. 


The Courts. 


B. DUNCAN CONDUCTS THREE DAM- 
AGE SUITS FOR HIS WIFE. 


The three damage suits instituted by 
Mrs. Mary L. Duncan, the wife of B. Dun- 
can of Mal d'Occhio fame, against J. M. 
Stewart, for the alleged creation and main- 
tenance of a nuisance, came up for hear- 
ing before Judge York in Department 
Three yesterday, and, after occupying his 
attention all day, went over until this 
morning. The plaintiff was represented 
by her husband, while Messrs. S. C. Hub- 
bell and Friend E. Lacy appeared on be- 
half of the defendant. 0 

While three separate and distinct ruits 
were brought, each practically hinged upon 
the same facts, the aggregate of the dam- 
ages claimed being $4250. 

The plaintiff alleges in her complaints 
that she is the owner of a house and lot 
at No. 3016 Figueroa street, she having 
purchased the land from Stewart. In Aug- 
ust, 1894, @he defendant caused many 
wagon-loads of filthy and noxious «earth, 
the scrapings from the surface of Figueroa 
street, which was then being graded, to 
be hauled and*dumped upon his lot, ad- 
joining that of plaintiff. Being the hot- 
test season of the year, this earth was very 
dry, and large quantities of dust caused 
by the hauling and dumping were blown 
over to plaintiff's house. Furthermore, 
the filling up of this lot with the dirt re- 
ferred to raised it some two feet or more 
above that of the plaintiff, and as no 
wall or fence was erected by defendant, 
loose earth was blown onto plaintiff's lot, 
damaging the lawns and shrubbery. The 
elevation of the lot above the grade also 

used stormwater to flow over plaintiff's 
ot, which, in its natural course, ran off 
it across that of defendant. 

In addition to all this defendant subse- 
quently hired men and teams to plow, 
harrow and grade said lot, causing lots 
more dust, and stirring up the 
poisoned atmosphere in said dirt. Not 
content with this, he caused many wagon- 
loads of green manure to be dumped on the 
— which attracted swarms of millions of 


All these things combined not only to 
inconvenience the plaintiff and her hus- 
band, but also seriously affected their 
health and that of their neighbors. 

The defendant entered general and spe- 
cific denials to each and all.of these and 
the other allegations made by the plaintiff. 

During the day the following witnesses 
were called and examined for the plaintiff: 
Mrs. Catherine D. Lewis, Mrs. Jane Laf- 
ferty, B. Duncan, T. A. Lewis, H. C. Aus- 
tin and John Osborn. 

It was sought by the plaintiff's counsel 
to show by these witnesses, all of whom 
resided in the immediate vicinity, that the 
mounds of earth and manure dumped upon 
Stewart's lot were hotbeds of disease and a 
menace to public health. While somewhat 
averse to going so far, all of them agreed 
that even with doors and windows closed 
it was impossible to keep the dust cut of 
their houses, and as the weather was un- 
usually hot at the time, the nuisance com- 
plained of was doubly objectionable. 

It was shown by ex-Justice Austin, upon 
cross-examination, that Mrs. Duncan's 
house was upon the “dusty side” of the 
street, and that the grading of Figueroa 
street necessarily created an unusual 
amount of dust, but it was not shown that 
this was the cause of Mrs. Duncan's com- 
plaints. 


BENSON'S BOND STILL IN FORCE. 

The case of C. E. Norton against A. W. 
Benson, the theatrical manager, an action 
to recover $500 alleged to be due as com- 
mission for the sale of an interest in de- 
fendant’s business, came up for trial be- 
fore Judge McKinley in Department Six 
yesterday, and resulted in favor of the 
plaintiff. 

On October 13 last Benson, being de- 
sirous of disposi of an interest in his 
business, both in this city and Oakland, en- 
tered into a contract with Norton. 
whereby he agreed to pay the latter 10 per 
cent. of the amount for which he could 
sell the same. Norton subsequently sold 
a one-half interest in ‘Benson's theatrical 
business to Gilbert B. Rickards for $5000, 
and demanded his commission, $500. Ben- 
son promised to pay him when he re- 
ceived his money from Rickards, but 
failed to keep his word. 

Upon learning that the theatrical man- 
ager had transferred his only property in 
this city, four lots on Temple street, to 
his wife and was making preparations to 
leave the State, Norton procured a civil 
warrant for his arrest. When this was 
served upon Benson by Sheriff Cline on 
November 17 last, the Thespian was on 
the eve of departure for Memphis, Tenn., 
and in order to avoid going to jail depos- 
ited $500 cash bail. He then left this city 
“and has not since returned, In order to 
regain possession, of the cash bail, his 
counsel yesterc moved the court to set

THE FRESH-MEAT WAR. 


COURT. 


The Company De- 
fends Its Right to Slaughter 
Cattle Inside the City Lim- 

Mat Curing. 


“A legal battle between the Cudahy Pack- 
ing Company and representatives of the 
city government was fought in Justice 
Owens's court yesterday. The Cudahy 
people say it was virtually a fight between 
them and the other local wholesale butch- 
ers, but the latter claim to have had noth- 
ing to do with the case. The result of the 
contract, whoever its instigators or what- 
ever its merits, is not yet known, as the 
cowt, after hearing all the evidence and 


the arguments, took the case under ad- 
visement. 


About two months ago the Cudaby Pack- 
ing Company, which had been slaughter- 
ing hogs exclusively since it started to do 
business in Los Angeles, added an abattoir 
for killing beef cattle. Part of the meat 
of these animals, after being put through 
the cooling process, was sold to local fe- 
tallers and the rest was canned 
packed for export. Of course the beef 
thus put on the local market came in 
competition with the meat of the other 
wholesalers whose abattoirs, according to 
city ordinance, are located outside the 
city limits. 

The Cudahy Company had, therefore, 
not operated ite beef plant long before the 
superintendent, W. N. Roberts, was ar- 
rested for violating the city ordinance 
regulating slaughter „ The com- 
plaint was sworn to dy ex- employees of 
the Cudahy Company, for the purpose of 
revenge, it is alleged, and instigated by 
the other butchers. 

The city ordinance providas that hogs 
and other animals may be slatightered 
within the city fimits, provided the meat 
is cured and packed end nut sold feesh. 
The Cudahy Company claims that t Bas 
been living up to the requirements of the 
ormnance. Tt et up the defense, yester- 
day, that eH the beef sold by i#

stopped for a moment to speak to a man 
wno was cutting grass near the railway 
track, and then started at a brisk pace to 
drive across, when a train that had ap- 
proached the crossing without, it is said, 
either whistling or ringing the bell, struck 
the team, killing one horse and maiming 
the other, splintering the wagon, and fear- 
fully injuring young Gilmore. The unfor- 
tunate young man was brought to Dr. 
Hodge’s hospital, and the Terminal Rail- 
ways surgeon at this point, Dr. F. F. 
Rowland, assisted by Drs. Hodge, Praeger, 
Van Slyck and Gaylord, performed the 
delicate and dangerous operation of tre- 
phining. There was a terrible fracture of 
the skull, and the splintered bone pene- 
trated the dura mater of the brain. There 
was a depression at the apex of the skull, 
which was raised and the splintered bone 
removed. The injury to the brain, while 
only superficial, is believed to be -erious, 
and the young man has but faint chances 
for his life. He was conscious after the 
operation, and it may be several days be- 
fore the inflammatory symptoms will de- 
velop, but he is of feeble constitution, rub- 
Ject to pulmonary hemorrhages, and unable 
to stand any severe strain upon his 
strength. His parents came here from 
New Jersey only a short time ago for 
their son’s health, and as his physician or- 
dered him to be constantly in the open 
air, they secured the position of driver for 
him only four days ago. The wagon which 
he was driving had closed sides that 
somewhat obstructed the view, otherwise

The accident accentuates the need of 
gates at the railway crossings within the 
corporate limits of Pasadena. The tracks 
of the Terminal and Santa Fe railroads, 
wind in and out between hedges, at the 
bottom of cuts, and there are many cross- 
ings of streets so situated that the ap- 
proach of a train from any direction can 
not be seen.

More About the Hearne Libel Suit— 
City Notes. 

SAN DIBDGO, April 30.—({Special Corre- 
spondence.) Dr. J. C. Hearne begins a 
second libel suit against the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle and J. E. Olmsted for 
$100,000. Of this some $50,000 is for dam- 
age to the plaintiff’s peace of mind, and 
$50,000 for damage to his medical prac- 
tice.
